The supervi ors will then send 
the certified census to the State 
Highway Department. 
"The population increase will 
mean about $5,000 a year to the 
township from the highway de­ 
partment for our road program, ’ 
Struwe pointed out. “ State aid for; 
roads is based on populations and 
mileage of roads and we were 
receiving about $15,000 a year in 
the past based on our 3,200 popu­ 
lation. Now we’ll get about $5,000 
a year more, starting in 1959.” 
Struwe pointed out that under 
the new population figure, the 
town-hip will actually gain more 
than 
$8,000 for the
